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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment After Non-Final Rejection 
filed 04/29/201 1 . Claims 1-20, 24, 81 and 85-93 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-20, 24, 81 and 85-93 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach 
or suggest a method for displaying targeted advertisements to viewer of a display of an 
audiovisual system, the method comprising: selecting and displaying a broadcast 
stream on the display; receiving a viewer command and initiating a corresponding 
action; defining a viewer profile; selecting and displaying a first advertisement for 
display during a selected advertisement time from a plurality of stored advertisements 
based on the profile; wherein, in response to receiving an additional signal from a 
viewer control interface indicating a viewer command to the audiovisual system to avoid 
a currently displayed advertisement during the selected advertisement time, repeating 
the selecting and displaying steps with other selected advertisements from the plurality 
of stored advertisements until at least one of the plurality of stored advertisements has 
been displayed on the display during the selected advertisement time without receiving 
an additional signal from the viewer control interface indicating the viewer command to 
the audiovisual system to avoid the currently displayed advertisement., as recited in the 
claims. 

The closest prior art, Plotnick et al. (US 2002/0178447), discloses presenting 
alternative advertisements when a first selected advertisement is skipped by a viewer. 
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Plotnick either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above 
limitations obvious.
